Washing ton (UP!) ~ Presi­ 
dent Nix on, meeting with a 
g roup of Rep ublican senators on 
Waterg ate issues, received — 
and rejected — advice from Sen 
Edward W. Brooke Tuesday that 
he should resig n 
The Massachusetts senator 
said after the two-hour meeting 
of 15 senators with Nix on that he 
had restated to Nix on p ersonally 
his call of two weeks ag o for 
Nix on’s resig nation on g rounds 
he has lost p ublic confidence 
“He was very g racious." said 
Brooke, who sp ent weeks cam­ 
p aig ning with and for Nix on in 
19 68 "He said he understood my 
statement was made without 
malice but said he was not g oing 
to tak e my advice on this 
m atter” 
Brooke’s was the only state in 
the nation carried by Nix on’s 
19 72 op p onent. Sen Georg e S 
McGovern. D-S I). 
The session was the first of six 
Nix on has scheduled with all 
Rep ublican senators and con­ 
g ressmen to ex p lain his p ositions 
on the Waterg ate affair and 
attemp t to bolster his sup p ort 
with them and the p ublic

8-Year-Old Slain; 
Suspect Arrested 


Omaha (AP) — Police said 
Tuesday nig ht thdy had booked a 
17-y ear old Omaha y outh on 
susp icion of homicide in connec­ 
tion with the death of another 
Omaha child. 
Detectives would not release 
the name of the juvenile in 
custody , but said he would he 
held overnig ht without bond, 
and that Doug las Co. Atty David 
Knowles would file first-deg ree 
m urder charg es som etim e 
W’ednesday . 
Knowles said adult rather than 
juvenile charg es would be filed. 
The body of Josep h Edmonds. 
8. the son of Mrs. Marlene Ed­ 
monds. was found Tuesday 
afternoon in an ap artment on 
the city ’s near north side. 
Police said they were notified 
by a p lumber. 
The Edmonds child had been 
missing since Saturday . 
He disap p eared during the 
early afternoon, after having an 
arg ument with a p lay mate. 


The discovery of his body 
ended a round-the-clock, three- 
day search by p olice. 
th e p lumber found the body 
when he entered the ap artment 
to check on a clog g ed drain. 
Residents in the ap artment 
directly overhead had com­ 
p lained of a strang e odor, which 
seemed to becoming from the 
ap artment 
below them, and 
they thoug ht there mig ht be a 
clog g ed drain or p ip e. 
Police immediately ordered 
an autop sy to determine the 
cause and time of death. 
A larg e number of officers and 
detectives went into the area to 
beg in an intensive investig ation 
into the death. 
Police said the ap artment 
where the body was found is 
only about four blocks from 
where the y outh was last seen. 
The boy ’s aunt. Mrs. Frank 
Sillik. lives nearby . 
She heard the news on the ra­ 
dio, and immediately went to 
the address that had been g iven. 


Police took her into the tiny 
three-room ap artment, where

she identified her nep hew’s body 
by his clothing 
Doctors said the boy had ap ­ 


p arently been dead for about 
three day s, and that decomp osi­

Mrs. Sillik said the boy had 
been beaten and that "he look­ 
ed terrible." 
She said the front of his p ants 
were rip p ed. 
F’olice said a cord was found 
n ear 
the 
body , 
p artially 
wrap p ed around the boy ’s neck. 
The boy ’s mother was con­ 
tacted by p olice, and was taken 
to headquarters. 
Mrs Sillik said that she knew 
the hoy would be found dead, 
but that she did not say any ­ 
thing to his mother. 
.According to p olice, the ap art­ 
ment where the body was found 
had been vacant for about three 
months

dezone two tracts of g round 
along battle-scarred 
Normal 
Blvd. went down to defeat 
Tuesday , with the majority of 
city lawmakers indicating they 
wanted another p lan drawn up 
for the area. 
The vote was 4 to 2. 


Co uncilmen Stev e Co o k, Max 
Denney , Jo hn Ro binso n and Bo b 
Siky ta carried the v o te ag ainst 
returning the land to A-2 Sing le 
Family . Co uncllwo men Sue 
Bailey and Helen Bo o salls cast 
the lo sing v o tes in fav o r o f the 
dezo ning . Co uncilman Dick 
Baker was absent. 


At issue are two sep arate 
tracts of g round located south of 
Normal Blvd. between 40th and 
47th. 
One .9 -acre tract was zoned G 
Local Business by the 19 67 City 
Council to build a p hy sicians* of­ 
fice building . Another 4.6-acre 
tract was zoned by the council 
la st y e a r for C M ultip le 
Dwelling . Nothing has been con­ 
structed on either site. 


Plans Fo r Land 
Dr. Walt Weaver requested 
the zoning chang e in 19 67 for the 
office building and told the coun­ 
cil last w e ^ throug h his at­ 
torney that p lans still call for a 
doctors’ facility at that site. 
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Western Realty Co. now owns 
the land zoned C Multip le, 
having p urchased the p rop erty 
after the zoning was ap p roved. 


Ail along , Brog den has sup ­ 
p orted the retention of residen­ 
tial zoning in the area and op ­ 
p osed the g ranting of both those 
zoning chang es. 


Maintaining , however, that 
the area south of the boulevard 
is not the same as the residential 
land across the street to the 
north. Cook urg ed the council to 
rezone the C zoned strip to B 
Two Family . He also urg ed that 
the entire area stretching from 
40th to 47th now zoned A-2 be 
rezoned B. He sug g ested that the 
G zoned strip , located east of the 
Americana Nursing Home, be 
rezoned to F R e s tric te d 
Commercial. 
Cook cited the diverg ent land 
ownership p atterns in the area 
and the fact that p revious coun­ 
cils have rezoned those two 
strip s as reasons to come up with 
another p lan.

!>ay . a dep uty undersecretary of the in­ 
terior. said, however, a basic individual 
ration of 10 to 15 g allons of g asoline p er 
week for motorists "is the most likely 
rang e, at this p oint ’’ 
Pressed for further details, he said 
"Just say it will be somewhere betw(>en 
zero and fifty ” 
One administration official sug g ested 
that heating oil may be rationed throug h 
the sales by r(*tail sup p liers to their 
customers based on p ast sales 
This 
would not require issuing fuel-oll ration 
coup ons 
Leg islation requiring President Nix on 
to imp ose across-the-board mandatory 
allocation of fuel was p assini by the 
House and sent to the Senate 
Sup p orters conceded it would not 
eliminate the energ y crisis, but would in­ 
sure that all sections of the country share 
the shortag e burden equally 
Shultz, discussing his op p cisition to 
rationing , said he was concerned that 
many Americans, including some ad­ 
ministration officials were overreacting 
to the energ y p roblems 
"I have seen what some administration 
offK'ials have said about g asoline 
rationing .” Shultz told a conference of 
financial writers in Washing ton "I say to 
y ou that rationing should bt' absolutely 
the last resort If we’re intellig ent about 
It. we should be able to avoid it ’’

said over the weekend it may be 
necessary to imp ose g asoline rationing 
within the nex t two or three» months. 
Shultz said that to save energ y , the 


g overnment should lower sp eed hmits

State and p ublic p ower officials ag reed 
Tuesday that the p ublic is not y et sufficiently aware 
of the severity of this winter’s fuel shortag e. 


Burl Jo hnso n, deputy adjutant g eneral fur the 
Nebraska Natio nal Guard, said, "The situatio n is 
deterio rating quite rapidly . 


"At first, the President was estimating we 
would be 17% short of the p ower needed this 
winter. Last week he raised that 20%; in another 
week it could be 25%.” 
Seconding those feeling s, Paul Sindt, the 
recently -ap p ointed state fuel allocation officer, 
added, "Peop le aren’t aware, and they aren’t 
accep ting what needs to be done.” Sindt cited the 
"sp arse” turn-out of p eop le at a recent p ublic 
meeting at Gateway Shop p ing Center on the fuel 
situation and the number of motorists who still 
travel the Interstate at 75 m.p h. 


Hie co mments came at a meeting called by 
Go v . J. James Ex o n last week to rev iew fuel 
supplies, pro blems with the mandato ry allo catio n 
plan and energ y co nserv atio n measures. 


Under the mandato ry fuel allo catio n pro g ram. 


Johnson said, the state can redirect the distribution 
of 10% of certain p etroleum p roducts to ease tig ht 
sup p lies among certain hig h p riority users 
Johnson said the state has not received any 
sup p ly estimates from the wholesalers as y et, 
althoug h it has g otten "quite a stack” of realloca­ 
tion requests, including one from the Lincoln 
Transp ortation Sy stem. 


Johnson and State Tax Commissioner William 
E Peters have scheduled another meeting for 9 :30 
a.m., Friday , in the East Senate Chamber of the 
Statehouse. Following that meeting , recommen­ 
dations will be sup p lied to Ex on. 


Both the Nebraska Public Power District 
(NPPD) and the Omaha Public Power District 
(OPPD) told Peters and John.son they anticip ate 
adequate fuel sup p lies to meet the demand, 
p rovided there are no serious tie-up s involving 
breakdowns of g enerating equip ment 
Ralp h Chatfield, assistant g eneral manag er for 
OPPD, p redicted that by 19 78 the p rice of natural 
g as will be so hig h that it will not be available for 
all p ractical p urp oses for p ower g eneration. By that 
time, he said, coal should be cheap er on a BTU 
basis than oil. 


Both p ower districts advocated a loosening of 


the bidding p rocedures required in the construc­ 
tion of p ower p lants. Sp ecific chang es were not 
mentioned. 


NPPD and OPPD sp okesmen said they are 
try ing to reduce their consump tion of oil throug h 
the use of coal At times when coal sup p lies are 
short, they said p ower could be secured throug h an 
interconnecting p ower g rid involving utilities in 
Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota, South Dakota and 
WLsconsin, instead of burning oil. 
Even with coal, they said, there are p roblems 
in delivery due to the railroad car shortag e which is 
also affecting ag riculture. 


Johnson said measures like forbidding Christ­ 
mas lig hts, limiting store hours and reducing 
hig hway sp eed limits may not save a g reat amount 
of fuel, but they may "shock the p ublic into 
awareness.” 


Peters said p art of the p roblem mdy Involve in­ 
dustry ’s unwilling ness to face the p roblem. He 
p ointed to a recent Northern Natural Gas Co. 
release stating that there is no natural g as shortag e.

Sec. of State Hen ry Kissin ger’s whirlwin d trip 
to the Middle East an d'Chin a has been remarkable. 
Described by Premier Chou En -lai as the 
“Middle East Torn ado,” Kissin ger bargain ed for a 
formal Arab-Israeli cease-fire before travelin g on 
to Chin a to meet with Chou an d Chairman Mao an d 
develop stron ger ties between the Peoples 
Repu blic an d the Un ited States. Althou gh con crete 
resu lts — su ch as formal diplomatic recogn ition or 
an American trip for Chou — did n ot come ou t of 
the talks, Kissin ger’s sixth visit to Pekin g porten ds 
greater con tact between the two peoples than ever 
before. 
While in Pekin g, however. Kissin ger did drop a 
hin t of thin gs to come that makes the blood ru n 
cold. 
He said that the U.S. is con siderin g a treaty 
with Israel or some other formal gu aran tee to 
safegu ard Israeli secu rity if the Israelis withdraw 
from occu pied Arab lan ds. 
Addition al reports from Washin gton con cern a 
possible U.S.-Israeli mu tu al defen se pact, in which 
on e comes to the defen se of the other in case of at­ 


tack 
which mean s that American troops wou ld 
go to the Middle East if an other Arab-Israeli war 
breaks ou t. 
American forces ju st recen tly were pu t on alert 
to forestall the possibility that Ru ssian troops 
wou ld be in trodu ced in to Egypt. U.S. diplomats are 
ju st don e takin g a stron g stan d again st troops from 
the su perpowers takin g an active part in the delega­ 
tion of in tern ation al peacekeepers set u p to police 
the cease-fire.

As far as the 
commen t abou t clemen cy is con ­ 
cern ed, it hardly seems logical 
that Nixon wou ld go off in the 
corn er, kn owin g fu ll well that 
the recorders in his office wou ld 
pick u p an ythin g in the room, 
an d whisper somethin g abou t 
clemen cy 
It shou ld also be 
n oted that E Howard Hu n t said 
that he n either asked for n or was 
told that he wou ld receive 
clemen cy. 
The n ext qu estion that arises 
is. why didn ’t the White Hou se 
tell u s that two of the tapes had 
n ever existed, weeks ago*^ Weeks 
ago. how’ever. the White Hou se 
had n o in ten tion of releasin g the 
tapes, an d on e wou ld hardly call 
the fire departmen t before he 
had smelled smoke. 
Talk of impeachmen t became 
the stron gest when Nixon fired

W.ASHINGTON - Talk abou t 
a Ford in ou r fu tu re may be a 
Detroit cliche, bu t the possibility 
of Hou se M in ority Leader 
Gerald Ford becomin g vice 
presiden t an d then replacin g 
Richard Nixon is an escalatin g 
topic of con versation here. An d 
however remote the prospect, it 
raises a vital qu estion : Cou ld a 
man comin g to power in this 
fashion main tain the dign ity an d 
in flu en ce of the presiden cy? 


On the optimistic side, we can 
poin t to the record of the men 
who have su dden ly become 
presiden t du rin g this cen tu ry’. 
The deman ds of the modern 
presiden cy have been fu lfilled 
even by su ch origin ally du biou s 
presiden tial timber as Calvin 
Coolidge an d Harry S Tru man . 
Bu t on the n egative side, there 
is the possibility that the in stitu ­ 
tion of the presiden cy itself may 
be crippled by the cu rren t dis­ 
grace of the execu tive bran ch 
an d bv the man n er in which 
(ierald Ford wou ld n ecessarily 
be obliged to assu me office. 
Herein lies the dan ger: that the 
presiden cy may be shorn of 
more than its recen t qu asi- 
mon archial excess of power, an d 
that a com bin ation of cir­ 
cu mstan ces cou ld cast a Ford 
presiden cy in the ign omin iou s 
19 th Cen tu ry mold. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Fou r 19 ih C en tu ry Vice 
presiden ts became acciden tal 
presiden ts, an d n on e of them — 
n ot a on e - tru ly prospered in 
office. Virgin ia’s John Tyler took 
over for the dead William Hen ry 
Harrison in 1841, an d then fell 
ou t with his party’s sen ior 
leaders. He did n ot ru n again in 
1844. Several 
years later. 
Millard Fillmore (Millard who?) 
became presiden t on the death 
of Zachary Taylor. After servin g 
two fairly in effectu al years in 
the White Hou se, Fillmore was 
den ied ren omin ation by his par­ 


ty. Lin coln ’s vice presiden t an d 
su ccessor, An drew John son , was 
the most ill u sed of them all. 
Hamstru n g by con gression al 
hostility an d then u n su ccessfu lly 
impeached, John son left office 
u n der a clou d in 1869 , Chester 
A. Arthu r, last of the 19 th Cen ­ 
tu ry vice presiden ts to su dden ly 
become presiden t, served the 
remain in g three years of James 
G arfield ’s te rm , an d then 
retu rn ed to relative obscu rity. 
Barely remembered n ames — 
Tyler, Taylor, John son , an d 
Arthu r; hardly statesmen whose 
deeds live on on the tips of ou r 
ton gu es. 
Bu t the 20th Cen tu ry chan ged 
that. Sin ce 19 00, fou r vice 
pre sid e n ts have su d d en ly 
acceded to power — Theodore 
Roosevelt, Calvin Coolidge, 
Harry Tru man , an d Lyn don 
John son — an d all fou r have 
been able to u se their opportu n i­ 
ty to secu re 1) an in flu en tial or 
domin an t position in their party 
an d 2) re-election in their own 
right to a su bsequ en t fu ll term as 
presiden t. 
Some people are citin g other 
preceden ts — the careers of 
Nixon , John son , an d Hu mphrey 
— to prove that even as vice 
presiden t. Ford wou ld have a leg 
u p for the 19 76 Repu blican 
presiden tial n omin ation . I dis­ 
agree: Su bordin ate service in an 
on goin g, Watergate-besmirched 
Nixon admin istration wou ld 
probably u n do Ford ju st as ser­ 
vice in an exten ded Hardin g- 
Teapot Dome 
Admin istration 
wou ld have cooked Calvin 
Coolidge’s goose. 


Bu t if Ford becomes Presi­ 
den t, the prospect of in depen ­ 
den t au thority an d repu tation 
wou ld brighten his fu tu re con ­ 
siderably. Like Coolidge, he 
cou ld take firm measu res again st 
the corru ption his predecessor 
had tolerated.

Examples For The Peasants 


WASHINGTON - The im­ 
min en ce of gasolin e ration in g 
provides political figu res with a 
golden opportu n ity , to shu ck off 
some of the an ti-democratic 
lu xu ries that en cru st an d de­ 
mean the seats of power. 
When the Presiden t su m­ 
mon ed u p the spirit of self- 
sacrifice an d volu n tary belt- 
tighten in g in his en ergy speech 
last week, he sou ght to set an 
exam ple by placin g speed 
restriction s on a half-million 
federal vehicles. 
A qu estion arises: What is the 
federal govern men t doin g with a 
half-million vehicles, an yway? 
Fu rther research shows that the 
fed fleet drives three billion 
miles per year, slu rpin g u p 300 
million gallon s of gasolin e an d* 
costin g, exclu sive of origin al 
pu rchase, $359 million every 
year. 
There are 238,000 civilian cars 
in the fed fleet; the 12,500 bu ses 
do n ot bother me, an d I will 
gran t the n eed for 33,000 am­ 
bu lan ces, bu t what is the n eed 
for 76,000 sedan s, an d 800 
“ heavier-type” cars — the 
eu phemism for limou sin es? 
To a federal official, the 
sweetn ess of life is reflected in 
bein g tran sported by chau ffered 
car “from domicile to place of 
employmen t” as on e of the 
deliciou s exception s to the “n o 
u n official em ploym en t pu r­ 
pose s” s tric tu re s of th e 
trampled-u pon 
Admin istrative 
Expen ses Act of 19 46. 


The 
Defen se 
Departmen t, 
which is permitted by the Office 
of Man agemen t an d Bu dget to 
be by far the worst violator of 
the act, permits an assistan t 
secretary’ of the army to be 
carted back an d forth like the 
Nizam of Hyderabad at an an ­ 
n u al cost I estimate at $30,060 
per year. (Nobody at O.M.B. or 
the Defen se Departmen t is goin g 
to get cau ght makin g that es­ 
tim ate.) Su ch an after-tax 
expen se wou ld give a million aire 
pau se; n o sin gle act of waste 
more offen ds the ordin ary man 
than the au tomotive pamperin g 
of officialdom. 


An d for w hat pu rpose? 
Valu able time is n ot saved, n or is 
safety a factor. When the govern ­ 
m en t gets ou t the taxicab 
bu sin ess, the taxpayer will save 
mon ey, the n ation will con serve 
fu el, an d — most importan t — 
the debilitatin g lordlin ess will be 
rem oved from th e u pper 
echelon s of bu reau cracy. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Ordin arily, railin gs lil^e these 
wou ld go u n n oticed, bu t u n der 
the chan ged circu mstan ces of a 
fu el shortage, perhaps a tren d 
cou ld be set in motion that 
wou ld help redu ce the “ in ­ 
solen ce of office” , an d a con ser­ 
vation of power cou ld be u sed to 
cu t down the arrogan ce of 
power. The examples cou ld 
come from the top, at all levels: 
New York City’s mayor, Abe 
Beame, cou ld an n ou n ce plan s to 


travel from Grade Man sion to 
('ity Hall every morn in g via the 
Lexin gton Aven u e Express. The 
c h oic e of su b w a y 
ove r 
limou sin e, of cou rse, is a pu blici­ 
ty stu n t permitted only' at a time 
when symbolic action s to in spire 
pu blic con servation are n eeded 
— bu t it wou ld cost the n ew 
mayor n o time, exposu re to the 
pu blic 20 min u tes a day might 
even prove ben eficial an d the 
cost of len gthen in g on e su bway 
strap wou ld be min imal. 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, in 
that spirit, cou ld dispen se with 
New York State’s limou sin e 
fleet. If the govern or started 
u sin g a small car an d even drove 
it himself, the pressu re on other 
state officials to follow su it 
wou ld be irresistable. 


An d Presiden t Nixon , in a 
gran d gestu re of fu el fru gality, 
cou ld mothball Air Force On e 
for the du ration of the shortage, 
with the exception of overseas 
visits. Can you imagin e the 
Presiden t travelin g to San 
Clem en te this w in ter on a 
regu larly schedu led, commercial 
jet? The Secret Service cou ld 
han dle it, an d it wou ld do the 
Presiden t an d the cou n try good. 
(No coach seats, thou gh — 
presiden ts shou ld ride first 
class.)

Sou n ds ridicu lou s, right? Bu t 
it on ly sou n ds ridicu lou s becau se 
we n ow su rrou n d the citizen s we 
elect with royal trappin gs,

again st all propriety an d 
American tradition . In the fell 
c lu tc h of pom p an d c ir­ 
cu mstan ce, we tu rn their heads 
an d then won der why they lose 
tou ch with “the people” 
On ly if we u se the fu el shor­ 
tage to ou r advan tage can we 
awaken the spirit of the n ewly 
in au gu rated Jefferson waitin g 
for his place at the table. The 
P r e s id e n t n e e d fe e l n o 
awkwardn ess at “showboatin g” , 
sin ce symbolism of sacrifice at 
the top is expected when the 
reality of sacrifice at the bottom 
is asked 


If the comman der-in -chief os­ 
ten tatiou sly saves fu el, the 
message might even get throu gh 
to the Pen tagon . The other day. 
New York Times Reporter John 
Fin n ey n oticed the arrival at the 
Pen tagon helipad of Brig. (fen . 
Jessie M. Allen , the Tactical Air 
('omman d's depu ty chief of staff 
for plan s. 


Allen had spu rn ed the u se of a 
waitin g car at An drews Air 
Force Base, preferrin g to u se the 
waitin g helicopter in stead, 
which u sed abou t 30 galloas of 
jet fu el on the rou n d trip to the 
Pen tagon , savin g the bu sy 
gen eral 20 min u tes each way. 
The reason for the gen eral’s 
trip to Washin gton , the u rgen t 
n eed for the helicopter? You 
gu essed it — he hu rried here to 
con fer abou t the Air Force’s 
plan s to con serve en ergy.

Bus Service Cutback 
To Begin On Sunday

The Lincoln Transportation 
System (LTS) will start its 
s(hedule winddown Sunday to 
meet the severe cutback in 
diesel fuel 
The City Council TueMlay of­ 
ficially affirmed the reduced 
routes and schedules proposed 
Friday in an emergency session 
of the LTS Board 


The reduced routes, which in­ 
clude the elimination of Sunday 
service, service after 6:15 p.m. 
leaving the downtown and the 
(Tosstown route, were cut to 
meet a 40'i reduction in the 
city's fuel oil allotment. 


While the city has made 
“ every effort to get relief," 
Finance Director James Mallon 
reported, "W e’re stuck with 
using the fuel we have” 
(!ouniilwoman Helen Boosalis 
emphasized that the cutbacks 
were only temporary and that 
the system would reinstate ser­ 
vice as soon as the net'ded fuel 
became available 
Mallon confirmed that some 
12 to 14 bus drivers will be laid 
otf due to the route reductions 


In a related action the council 
direi ted the LTS Board in its 
meeting Thursday to continue 
expanding the hours during 
which elderly can ride the buses 
on a reduced fare. 


Currently, elderly can ride 
between 9 a.m. and 3 p m for 10 
cents. 
Commission on Aging Ad­ 
ministrator James Zeitlow said 
the reduction of halt hour ser­ 
vice during non-peak hours to 
liourly service would "work a 
hardship" on older citizens and 
urged the elimination of time 
restrictions. 
Councilwomen Sue Bailey and 
Boosalis wanted the council to 
drop those restrictions Tuesday, 
but City Ally 
Dick Wood 
pointed out that its rules state 
that the LTS Board must make a 
rwommendation first 


In the past, the hoard has 
recommended that the hours 
elderly may ride on a reduced 
tare be denied to insure that 
regular bus riders have priority 
during peak load hours. 


In other action, the council 
authorized the mayor to file an 
application for $86.269 in federal 
funds to operate a daily meals 
program for the elderly under 
the Federal Older Americans 
Act. No local funds were 
requested. 
Zeitlow told the council that 
the noon meals would be served 
at nine neighborhood sites and 
several sites in the county. Par- 
tribute. where possible. 50 cents 


toward the meal He explained 
that the total cost of the meal is 
$137. 


The Commission on Aging 
would contract with St. 
Flizaheth’s Hospital to prepare 
the meals, he noted. 


Boosalis contended that the 
low income elderly should be 
given the first priority in par­ 
ticipating in the program. 
Zeitlow replied that no criteria 
will be required at this time, un­ 
less the program becomes 
swarnpt'd 
In further action the council 
approved vote adding a new sec­ 
tion to the city code making it il­ 
legal for any person to drive 
through, around or under any 
barrier or flashing signal light at 
a railroad crossing City Atty. 
Dick Wood explained that there 
are no traffic control laws on the 
subject and said the measure 
would deter such violations 


Councilman John Robinson 
voted against the ordinance, 
saying he saw no need for the 
measure. 


The council also deferred to 
the planning department the Air­ 
port Authority's request to have 
the 
use. 
control 
and 
maintenance of the airport 
access road transferred to the 
authority 
W(K)d explained that the city 
would retain the title to the 
road, but that the transfer was 
rt'quested by the Authority so 
that federal funds for airport im­ 
provements could be sought 
Boosalis said she wanted the 
planning department to check 
city plans to insure the transfer 
of the road would not block 
future city 
improvements 
planned for the area 


The council also approved a 
preliminary statement regarding 
the issuance of $20 million in city 
revenue bonds for the State Of­ 
fice Building.

Lana Balka, 
executive director of LAP, 
charged in a joint meeting 
Tuesday that there was never 
any discussion at the Manpower 
committee meeting on the 
transfer. She contended there 
was no cause for transferring the 
program out of LAP’s hands. 


Schwartzkopf replied, "This 
was not a spur of the moment 
decision." 


Jeri Coffen, NYC Director, 
said that the 19 dropouts par­ 
ticipating in the program 
through LAP have "negative 
feelings" toward the public 
school system and would be 
reluctant to participate in the 
program if sponsored by the 
schools. 


However, Ed Sihwartzkopf, 
speaking for the school system, 
disputed that the dropouts 
would be "harassed" by a 
transfer of the program’s spon­ 
sorship. 


Mayor Schwartzkopf asked, 
“ Are we more concerned about 
the kids or the loss of LAP 
staff?" 
Balka noted that two full-time 
and one part-time person would 
have to be dropped, but con­ 
tended the issue was that no 
evaluation of the program has 
been made to warrant the 
transfer of the program from 
LAP. not the loss of staff. 
Councilman 
Max Denney 
questioned if the council had any 
authority in the matter since 
funds for the program come 
from Manpower revenue sharing 
under the Department of Labor. 


While the council decided to 
ask the city attorney for a legal 
opinion on its authority, Coun- 
cilwoman Helen Boosalis asked 
the mayor, “Then you don’t see 
any point in pursuing this any 
further?” 


Said the mayor, “ That is 
right." 
Until an indepth study of the 
NYC program is conducted. 
Balka stated, “ We cannot be 
satisfied with this."

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Bill On Impounding Funds Is OKd 


Washington d JPI) - 
The 
House Rules Com m ittee 
Tuc'sday approved legislation to 
limit President Nixon s power to 
impound funds and to create a 
new House committee to 
oversee the congressional 
budget-making prrxess. 
The bill would require the 
President to report all im­ 
poundments to Congress within 
10 days with his reasons for 
withholding the funds 
Kither house of Congress 
could then veto his impound­ 
ment within 60 days and the 
comptroller gneeral, an officer 
of Congress, would be given the 
power to sue the administration 
in federal court to enforce any 
congressional veto. 
Republicans on the Rules 
Committee strongly opposed the 


impoundment section 
Rep 
Dave Martin. R-Ncb., ranking 
fiOP committee member, said 
he assumed Nixon would be in­ 
clined to veto the bill if it in­ 
cluded that section. 
However, there was substan­ 
tial support for the creation of a 
23-member House budget com- 
m ittee to coordinate the present 
hodge-podge budget-making 
process that sometimes results 
in failure to pass some ap­ 
propriations bills during the 
fiscal year for which they were 
intended 
The committee would, for the 


first time, set overall con­ 
gressional goals for government 
budget outlays, total budget 
authority, federal revenues, the 
public debt limit and the amount 
of budget surplus or deficit. 


It would mark the first time 
(’ongress would set overall spen­ 
ding priorities for the nation, 
rather than the present system 
of passing a multitude of ap­ 
propriations hills with little 
thought for overall spending. 


The new committee apparent­ 
ly would not erode the power of 
the Appropriations Committee 
or the Ways and Means Com 
mittee 
However, it eould

budget reeoneiliatlon bill if ap­ 
propriations exceeded the 
Budget Committee limits It also 
could reeommend a tax bill to

Santa ( ’ruz Tobacco Co.. which 
distributes cigarettes to stores, 
bars and r(*staurants In outly ing 
areas of this Brazilian city , had 
its deliv ery trucks held up 221 
times during the first 10 months 
of this y ear 
“We know we're going to be 
robbed." said Rey naldo Pereira, 
manager of the firm ’s office in 


the dangerous suburb of Duque 
de Cax ias. “So we try to make 
things as easy as possible for 
ev ery one. ’’ 
“The police aren’t equipped to 
handle the wav e of crime here.” 
Pereira said “They hav en’t got 
enough cars or enough men. The 
officers don’t want to risk get­ 
ting shot, and I don’t blame 
them. As a result, our driv ers 
and their deliv ery partners are 
becoming neurotic. 
Most of 
them take tranquilizers all day ." 


The company recently formed 
a “holdup department’’ to han­ 
dle robbery cases and printed 
“holdup reports" to smooth ov er 
the paperwork inv olv ed with the 
police. A driv er who gets robbed 


of his cargo or cash receipts 
simply fills in his name, the 
registration number of his truck 
and the time and location of the 
crime 
After a man is held up sev eral 
times, the tobacco company 
transfers him for 15 day s to one 
of its low-crime routes, such as 
the mountain resort town of 
P e t r o p o l i s 
or 
n e ar b y 
Teresopolis. where there is a 
lov ely national park. 
“We call these ‘v acations’ or 
‘treatments 
for 
nerv es.’ ’ ’ 
Pereira ex plained. 
“ It has 
worked out well. 
Our most 
neurotic 
driv ers 
come back 
calmer, once again ready to face 
the holdup men in the really 
dangerous districts.'

An end of controls on fertilizer 
prices has meant an end of the 
shortage in Nebraska for the pre­ 
sent, but supplies are expected 
to fall below demand again in 
the spring and summer, accor­ 
ding to Howard B^lm. director of 
the Nebraska F’ertilizer 
Institute. 
Elm said the price of anhy­ 
drous ammonia delivered to 
the farm has jumped from $80 a 
ton last summer to $150-$160 a 
ton now. But both Elm and 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
extension agronomist Richard 
Wiese say fertilizer is still a 
bargain at that price and it will 
still be profitable for farmers to 
apply the same amount. 
Elm said that farmers can now 
apply 200 pounds of fertilizer to 
an acre of corn for $16 and 
produce nearly 200 bushels while 
production would be below 100 
bushels if no fertilizer were 
used 
Wiese said grain production 
would fall only to 8.5 per cent the 
first year if fertilizer use was cut 
in half But he said that produc­ 
tion would fall to 50 per cent the 
second year and .1.3 per cent the

priced at eight cents a pound 
spread on the field and that 
farmers would continue to use 
present amounts until the price 
reaches 14 to 16 cents a pound. 
Wiese said experts now ex­ 
pect a 10 per cent shortage of 
fertilizer next season. 


Elm said the real test will 
come when farmers begin side 
dressing their row crops in May 
and June He said farmers will 
also need fertilizer for pre­ 
planting in April and May. but 
this amount will be relatively 
small compared with the 
amount needed for side dress­ 
ing 
Wiese said that farmers who 
could not obtain adequate sup­ 
plies could switch from corn and 
milo to soybeans which need less 
fertilizer He also said the price 
of alfalfa hay was now high 
enough that farmers could 
switch from present nitrogen 
consuming crops and grow 
alfalfa on a profitable cash-crop 
basis

h’Jm said fertilizer dealers 
were likely to take care of the 
“good customer, the guy who 
pays his bills" if there is not 
enough fertilizer to go around. 
He said long relationships with a 
dealer could he to a farmer’s ad­ 
vantage Roth Elm and Wiese 
said farmers should make better 
soil tests in an attempt to deter­ 
mine how much fertilizer actual­ 
ly was needed 
To some extent, the amount of 
fertilizer available will depend 
on the amount of natural gas 
available Natural gas is one of 
the chief ingredients in nitrogen 
fertilizer Elm said that he was 
pleased because agriculture had 
been given a relatively high 
priority in the mandatory alloca­ 
tion program 


Wiese said that the increase in 
prices could make new 
chemicals available for use in 
fertilizer such as npaphtha 
Elm said that farmers are now 
using fertilizer on corn and milo 
fields that have been harvested 
for this year He said that he 
does not know of anv farmer 


who now wants fertilizer who 
isn’t getting it 
Nebraska's location on the up­ 
per western end of the rail 
transportation system makes 
transportation a key factor in 
the fertilizer situation here 
Wiese said that transportation 
costs to Nebraska are high 
enough that states closer to 
manufacturing plants may get 
better supplies.

By Joel Thorson 
Outstate Nebraska Bureau 
Seward — World population 
growth means "there isn’t going 
to be any industry with greater 
growlh in the next 3 years than 
the agriculture industry.” a 
crowd of some 300 persons — 
largely farmers — was told here 
Tuesday. 
was told here Tuesday. 


Don Blasius, senior vice presi­ 
dent of J. 1. Case Co. and general 
manager of its agricultural 
equipment division, was the 
featured speaker at Seward 
Farmers Day. 


Predictions of dire food shor­ 
tages will not prove true if world 
population can be controlled, 


agricultural land use is increased 
and technology continues to in­ 
crease farm output, Blasius said. 
Ten billion people can be fed 
with modern technology and 
utilization of previously used 
protein sources. Blasius said. As 
many as 20 billion, he added, 
could be fed if enough unused 
land is put into agricultural 
production. 


But the projected growth of 
the world’s population from 3.7 
billion today to 7 billion in the 
year 200 ensures a healthy de­ 
mand for U.S. food exports, 
Blasius said. 


“We control a larger share of 
exportable grain than the Middle 
East controls oil," he said. “We 


are the key to the long-term sur­ 
vival of a lot of people." 


Agricultural exports will con­ 
tinue to be the key to reversing 
the U.S. trade deficit, he said. 
That, in turn, will be the key to 
the U.S. position in international 
affairs. 


Although some farm products 
will decline from recent record- 
high prices, Blasius predicted 
they will stay high compared to 
what they were before. "Amen," 
he added. “It’s about time.” 
Blasius predicted the number 
of small farms will continue to 
decline and big farms will get 
bigger. He disputed the fear that 
true “corporate farms” con­ 


stitute a threat to independent 
farms, but urged small farmers 
to incorporate for tax, earning 
and investment advantages. 


He exhorted those business 
leaders who are not involved in 
agriculture to get involved im­ 
mediately or “ it’ll roll right over 
you." 
Farmers 
have 
to

businessmen and they need the 
help of bankers, investment 
lawyers and tax experts, he said. 
Other Farmers Day events in­ 
cluded an address by Hughes 
Brothers consultant Charles 
Wehrer, tours of the new Walker 
manufacturing plant, a style 
show and a square dance.

That’s the picture that 
developed in an Associated 
I’ress spot check of new car sales 
managers at automobile dealers 
across the state. 
The energy crisis and the 
possibility of gasoline rationing 


or sharply increased federal gas­ 
oline taxes are a factor In the 
changing market, but dealers say 
the trend to smaller, more 
economical models began 
months ago. 
Dean Smith of Old Mill Toyota 
in Omaha said, “ We noticed an 
increase in our demand starting 
in the spring of the year. The in­ 
crease continues to be very 
strong this fall. The market for 
small cars is fantastic.” 
Rex Carpenter of Lincoln’s 


Jim McDonald Volkswagen said 
in "the last two days we've had 
more interest and more late 
model other cars than we’ve 
ever had. I don’t think the peo­ 
ple are prepared yet to trade, 
but they’re looking at it and 
when they find out how serious 
the problem is there’s going to 
be a great rush.

The Christmas lights will be 
turned on the first time the

pm. 
I’reviously the lights were in 
ser\’ice from the Friday before 
Thanksgiving until New Year's 
Eve. 
Due to planning by thè Board 
of Public Works, the city has a 
large amount of fuel oil on hand, 
enough to supply its needs for 27 
to 28 days, according to Malouf, 
if the need arises. 
The board purchased extra 
storage tanks earlier this year.

Omaha Schools Seek 
Ideas On Fuel Options 


Omaha, Neb. 
( A P ) — 
Questionnaires soon will go to 
parents, staff members and 
students seeking suggestions on 
what to do if the Omaha public 
schools are forced to close this 
winter because of a fuel shor­ 
tage. 
The 20-member calendar com­ 
mittee has listed several options 
to be included in the survey. 
Among them are extending 
the two-week Christmas recess 
and making up the time during 
the one-week spring recess; 
scheduling classes on Saturdays; 
extending the school year into 
the summer; and extending the 
school year to shorten the week 
to four days. 


The committee members also 
suggested Monday the possibility 
of curtailing some night ac­ 
tivities at the schools, including 
athletic events.

He said 26 schools use fuel oil 
on a standby basis, when 
supplies of gas are short. Last 
week, those schools switched to 
oil for three days because of the 
greater needs for gas outside of 
Omaha. 
India, Pakistan Inform U.S. 
Jimsonweed Seed Unwanted 


Nebraska farmers were ad­ 
vised Tuesday that India and 
Pakistan have threatened to stop 
buying U.S. shipments of grain 
sorghum if the grain contains 
jimsonweed seed, a poisonous 
alkaloid. 


Dr. Orvin C. Burnside, 
agronomy professor at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
said jimsonweed is less of a 
problem in Nebraska than in 
states farther east, because 
Nebraska is on the perimeter of 
jimsonweed's habitat. 
But it still is a problem in 
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eastern Nebraska and where 
land is heavily irrigated, and 
farmers and elevator operators 
should be vigilant in keeping it 
out of grain seed, he said. 
India and Pakistan both use 
grain sorghum for human con­ 
sumption.

Bud Masten of Roush Motor 
Co. in Grand Island, a Datsun 
dealer, said, “ We’ve been short 
of cars for the last four months.

Omaha (AP) — Fairmont 
Foods Co. announced Tuesday it 
is resisting a bid for control by a 
London-based conglomerate. 
In a news release. Fairmont 
said Bowater-Ralli and its af­ 
filiate Kay Corp., parent com­ 
pany of the Union Stock Yards 
Co., Omaha, has purchased near­ 
ly 107c of Fairmont's stock. 
Fairmont, an Omaha-based 
dairy, snack food and con­ 
venience store concern, said the 
purchase of 395,400 shares by 
Kay Corp was disclosed Oct. 31 
and followed an offer by Kay in 
August to acquire Fairmont in 
exchange for Bowater stock. 
Randall L. Pike, Fairmont 
vice president for finance, said 
most of the stock purchased by 
Bowater was obtained in a block 
of 268,400 shares which was sold 
late last month by a large 
eastern stockholder for “about 
$9 a share.” Pike declined to 
name the stockholder. 
Purchase of the stock was 
followed by a declaration from 
Bowater to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission that it in­ 
tended to “ consider actively the 
possibility of acquiring ad­ 
ditional Fairmont common or 
preferred stock through a tender 
offer” to Fairmont. 
Pike said Bowater now holds 
98‘“o of Fairmont’s common 
stock. The company has 14,000 
shareholders.

stockholders to the impending 
battle for control, company 
directors said the August merger 
offer from Bowater was rejected 
on the grounds Fairmont com­

Conscious-Raising 
Tip s Fo r Be g in n in g Gro u p s

“ I think every woman in town if she 
thinks of what happens in the schools, 
if she thinks of the choice of toys there 
are for her children, would want to 
become involved in a consciousness- 
raising group.” said a member of a 
Lincoln C-R group. 
For Lincoln women interested in 
forming or joining a C-R group, there 
is some help locally. 
Kva Sartori. role consciousness 
chairperson for National Organization 
for Women (NOW) will help groups 
just beginning and will take names of 
women wanting to join a group Her

2723. Women involved in one of the 
few Lincoln C-R groups gave some 
tips to beginning C-R groups. 
Keep the size of the group small. 
Begin with 10 to 12 people to give 
U'cway for women who move or drop 
out. An ideal size is about half a dozen. 
Though it may be useful at the 
beginning to have more structured 
mt*etlngs and specific topics, a specific 
leader or authority figure hampers 
development of the group. 
Some groups where the women 
already know each other and arc 
friends have been successful, but the 
Lincoln group feels that starting as 
strangers makes talking about per­ 
sonal feelings a little easier. 
‘it's easier to talk about your family 
or problems.” with someone who isn't 
the wife of one of your husband's 


friends.” explained an older member 
of the group. 
A pamphlet, “ A Guide To 
Consciousness Raising,” prepared by 
Church Women United explains 
consciousness-raising and gives some 
tools for C-R meetings. 
‘‘We are sharing with each other our 
own insights into what it means to be 
a woman in this culture. We are 
questioning, often for the first time, 
our ‘freedom to be’ within our 
fam ilies, our churches, our 
organizations and even within 
ourselves,” says the Guide in 
explaining what C-R is. 
‘‘We are asking whether we have the 
freedom as adult human beings to 
make choices and accept the respon­ 
sibilities these choices entail. We are 
realizing that our roles, our goals, our 
values and our dreams are more often 
the result of expectations of 
others—rarely our expectations of 
ourselves.” 
The pamphlet gives role playing 
suggestions, tools to help begin 
meetings or introduce topics and a 
quiz on facts relating to women. It is 
available from Church Women 
United, Box 134, Manhattanville Sta­ 
tion. New York, New York 10027. 
An article in the March. 1973, issue 
of “ M s" magazine also gives 
suggestions and topics for rap groups.

Women’s liberation is nothing new to 
the Grange 
"W e were liberated 107 years ago.” 
said Mrs 
Harry B 
Caldwell of 
Greensboro, N. C . in assessing the status 
of women in the Grange, a nation-wide 
agricultural fraternal organization 
Mrs. Caldwell, currently serving as her 
state's Grange Master, has the distinction 
of being the first women to hold such a 
position in North (’arolina and only the 
fourth female state master in the nation 
She servbd her first term in 1946 and 
again was elected in 1963. succeeding 
Robert Scott who went on to become 
North ('arolina’s lieutenant governor and 
eventually the governor. 
“ When ' the Grange) was organized, the 
founder said if it were to grow and 
prosper it should have women, it should 
be a family organization." Mrs ('aidwell 
explained. 


Examples of the importance of women 
in 
the organization were cited by the 
state m.ister Certain offices can he held 
only by women but women can hold any 
office in the Grange, she said 
Eich state Grange also sends two 
delegates to national conventions and the 
delegates “ mu.st be man and wife,” she 
added. “ If a delegate isn't married that 
state gets only one vote." 
The congenial Southern lady who has 
been active in the Grange for 43 years sat 
in her suite of Hotel Radisson- 
Cornhusker, convention headquarters, 
Tuesday afternoon evaluating her 
“career” in the organization 
She be( ame involved in the Grange 
because .she was “ interested in a young 
man and I was deter mined to share his in­ 
terest” 
That young man turned out to be her 
husband, Harry, who was later to serve as

state master of the North Carolina 
Grange for 22 years He now is exei’utive 
vice president of the states F'armers 
Cooperative Council, a group which 
works rlosc'ly with the Grange 
;\nd the Cardwells “are a Grange fami­ 
ly all the way." Their two sons are in­ 
volved in Grange insurance work, each 
dirivtly responsible for half the state s in­ 
surance needs 
The (irange Master of North Carolina, 
which has the nation s largest farming 
population and the second largest 
number of farms (Texas is first) assessed 
the role of the (irange America's oldest 
farming organization, as agriculture con­ 
tinues to change. 
'As our agriculture has changiHl in the 
pist two decades; as the number of farms 
hiis declined in our nation, the Grange, of 
course, still is completely rural oriented” 
"W e seek the good lite for rural 
people.” Mrs Caldwell said 
Has she had any problems being only 


one of two females currently serving as 
state (irange Masters (the other is from 
South Dakota” 
“ Not at all." she said "I work with the 
men all the time and th(’y are always 
perfect gentlemim 
they respect my 
views 
The (irange is considiTate of 
women, their abilities to serve and to eon- 
tribute " 
As state master, she serves as ad­ 
ministrative officer of the 12.000 memhiT 
organization, overseeing the various 
departments and helping to set policii’s 
She said her office is contacted at least 
once a week by North ( arolina s 
Congressional delegation in Washington. 
I) C.. seeking the (irange's position on 
many pieces of legislation, whether 
dire<’tly related to agriculture or not 
She IS very much concerned about the

Good Looks Affect Self-Esteem 


American men may have a 
fetish about the female breast 
but women themselves are more 
cont erned about the appearance 
of their hips and upper thighs, 
results of a questionnaire show. 
Forty-nine per cent of women 
responding said they were dis­ 
satisfied with the shape and size 
of their backside but only 17 
said they would bkc to change 
the appearance of their bust. 
The questionnaire dealing 
with attitudes toward their 
bodies was answered by 62.000 
readers of the magazine 
Psychology Today and analyzed 


by social psychologists at the 
Cniversities of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 
"The purpose was to deter­ 
mine how important our bodies 
are to our attitudes and self­ 
esteem ." said Dr. Elaine 
Walster of Madison. Wis. 
Contributing to the dissatisfac­ 
tion with the mid-section was 
the abdomen. Half the women 
said they measured more than 
they wished around the waist. 
But curiously, despite the 
attention given to the female 
limb, 52” said they were 
satisfied with their legs. 


General satisfaction with hair, 
hands, complexion, noses, chins, 
shoulders and other body parts 
overweighed the dissatisfac­ 
tions. leading the psychologists 
to entitle their report. “ The 
Happy American Body” 
Men were most dissatisfied 
with the waistlines <36'. ). 
Bachelors were less satisfied 
with their bodies than married 
men. People expressed more 
satisfaction with their bodies as 
they grew older. 
As expected, there was a high 
correlation between good looks 
as self-esteem. Most people 


agreed that beautiful people 
have an advantage, but the sur­ 


vey turni’d up evidence that 
many people di^i'riminate

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Turkey Cooking Hints 
Science Makes Turkey Easier

Turkey as a convenience food? 
“ Never!” exclaim well- 
seasoned cooks who have spent 
many hours keeping a watchful 
eye on the trad itio n al 
Thanksgiving bird. 
You still can’t pop a 24-pound 
turkey in the oven only to 
remove it completely cooked, 15 
minutes later (though that day 
may eventually come).But much 
of the toil of roasting turkeys has 
disappeared due to recent in­ 
novations. 


Self-basting turkeys, Injected 
with corn oU or a butter-base 
mix seem to be here to stay, said 
Dr. Glenn W. Froning, chairman 
of the University of Nebraska- 
Uncoln Poultry Science Depart­ 
ment. 


Citing research conducted by 
Purdue University a few years 
ago, he said that the self-basting 
turkeys “have been found to be 
more flavorful and tender 
(possibly due to increased 
moistness) than the conventional 
ones.” 
Labeling the new-fangled 
turkeys “a convenience item the 
consumers demand,” Dr. 
Froning observed, “just about 
all of them this year (in the 
stores) will be self-basting” 
The basting sauces improve 
the ordinarily dry meat, he 
added. 
Another convenience aspect of 
modern-day turkeys features a 
disk which pops up when the 
turkey is done thus eliminating 
the traditional “ doneness” tests 
of pressing the thickest part of 
the drum stick between 
protected fingers to leel for 
softness or moving the 
drumstick up and dowm. 
"It is real good for those who 
cook turkeys only once or twice 
a year." said Ethel Diedrichsen, 
UNL extension specialist in food 
and nutrition. 


She indicated that the nuw 
popular foil-wrap method of 
roasting turkeys has certain ad­ 
vantages. It is cooked with a 
higher temperature and thus 
requires a shorter cooking time; 
there is ample juice for gravy; 
and little or no watching, with 
the exception of the last minute 
browning. 


However. Mrs. Diedrichsen 
said she “ recommends the 
traditional roasting because it 
has a better flavor and color’’ 
preferred by most persons. 
She outlined the procedure of 
traditionally roasting a 
Thanksgiving turkey. 


The birds served for holidays 
are young turkeys with tender 
meat and fairly smooth skin. 
Their weight varies from 4 to 24 
pounds, and the difference 
between toms and hens is largely 
one of size. 
When selecting a turkey, it is 
best to avoid those with torn 
wrappings, 
annoying 
pinfeathers, excessive (Uscolora- 
tion or serious freezer burns. 


A general rule of thumb for 
determining how much to buy 
is: allow H to 1 pound per per­ 
son when selecting a small bird 
and ^ pound per person when a 
larger bird (which has a smaller 
proportion of bone to meat) is to 
be roasted. 


Most turkeys found in super­ 
markets today are frozen. Here 
are some of the recommended 
methods of thawing the birds: 
—Thaw in the refrigerator, in 
the original wrap, on a tray. This 
requires one to three days, but 
the procedure may be stepped 
up by removing the wrapping 
and leaving the bird in the 
refrigerator for 18-48 hours. 
—Thaw the bird, still in its 
original, water-tight, wrapping, 
under cold, running water or im­ 
mersed in cold water. This will 
take somewhere between three 
and seven hours. 
—Do not thaw a frozen turkey 
at room temperature or in warm 
water. This tends to speed the 
growth of bacteria. 
If a fresh, unfrozen bird is 
selected, it is best to keep it 
refrigerated only one or two 
days. 
Many home economists 
recommend roasting the turkey 
unstuffed. They prefer baking 
the stuffing separately, thus 
allowing for more stuffing to be 
prepared, according to Mrs. 
Diedrichsen. She added, “ It 
takes too long for the interior of 
the dressing to get hot," giving 
greater chance of bacteria con­ 
tamination. 


However, if your bird is to be 
stuffed, the process should not 
be compeleted until you are 
ready to pop the bird in the oven. 
And never freeze an uncooked, 
stuffed turkey. 


Plan roasting time so that the 
turkey will be done one-half 
hour before serving. Letting the 
turkey stand a while between 
roasting and serving makes for 
juicier meat and easier carving. 
Here is the recommended 
step-by-step procedure: 
—An oven temperature of 325 
degrees F. is preferred. 


BEADY‘EYED . . . bird will soon fill Thanksgiving plates. 


—Remove giblets and neck 
from bird. They are usually 
found in the neck cavity. 
—Rinse turkey in cold water; 
drain and pat dry; remove 
pinfeaters; rub cavity with salt. 
—Stuff, if desired. 
—Lace up body cavity to hold 
stuffing. Shape wings “akimbo" 
style, bringing the wing tips onto 
the back. Tie a string securely 
around the tail to serve as an 
anchor, then tie the ends of the 
legs to the same string. Snip the 
string an hour before cooking 
time is completed to allow the 
inner thigh to be completely 
roasted. 


—Place turkey, breast side up, 
on a rack in a lidless pan. “The 
ttrd may be covered part of the 
time with a loose tent of foil or 
piece of gauze over the legs and 
breast” to avoid excessive brow­ 
ning, Mrs. Diedrichsen said.

Home economists point out 
that using a meat thermometer 
is also an accurate way of deter­ 
mining how long to roast a 
turkey. 


For an unstuffed turkey place 
the thermometer in the thigh 
The turkey is done when the 
thermometer registers 180-185 
degrees. 


With a stuffed turkey, the 
themnometer is placed in the 
center of the stuffing and 
temperature of 165 degrees 
should be reached.

1. The best method is to play 
for a dummy reversal and thus 
avoid the danger inherent in a 
heart finesse. 
Ruff the spade lead with the 
jack, play the five of trumps to 
the seven, ruff the six of spades 
with the queen, play the eight of 
trumps to the nine, then ruff the 
seven of spades with the king 
before playing a low diamond to 
the king and ruffing the ten of 
spades with the ace. 
Now play a low heart to the 
ace and draw the opponents’ 


last trump with dummy’s ten, 
discarding your jack of hearts 
on the trick. As a result of these 
maneuvers you win the last four 
tricks with the king of hearts 
and A-Q-J of diamonds. The 
thirteen tricks you score consist 
of two hearts, four diamonds 
and seven—count them—trump 
tricks. 


2. North probably has seven 
spades and either the club ace 
or heart king. If he has them 
both, your cause is hopeless, so 
you start by assuming he has 
only one of them. 
North’s entry card must be 
eliminated before the spades 
get 
established, 
and 
the 
question is which suit to attack 
first. Strange as it may seem, 
the proper method of play is not 
to force out the ace of clubs but 
to win the spade lead in dummy 
and finesse the queen of hearts. 
If North has the king, he is out 
of the picture, and you later 
force out the club ace to make 
four notrump. If South has the 
king the finesse succeeds and 
you make at least four notrump. 
Thus, you insure making the 
contract by playing hearts 
ahead of clubs. If you were to 
attack clubs ahead of hearts, 
you would go down whenever 


South had the ace of clubs and 
North the king of hearts.

The Lincoln Board of Educa­ 
tion Tuesday decided it will 
close down schools this winter if 
heating ,oil supplies drop to less 
than two days and resupplies are 
not guaranteed. 
That was the most drastic of 
measures included in an “energy 
conservation program” adopted 
at the recommendation of Supt. 
John Prasch, 


Hartog, in a report on fuel and 
utilities, told the board that fuel 
oil prices will be double what the 
schools paid last year. 
Last year’s average was 12.6 
cents a gallon. This year, the cost 
will 24.5 cents unless govern­ 
ment controls change it. 


Den Hartog said, however, 
that the supplier is unsure if it 
will have supplies available 
throughout the winter to meet 
school needs. 


and Lincoln High had to switch 
to fuel oil last week, even though 
temperatures were not all that 
cold. 
Schools are “ Interruptible” . 
natural gas users who must be 
able to convert to oil within a 
few hours. The district figures it 
has about 10 days supply of fuel 
on hand when tanks are full. 


Swimming pwls, showers and 
dressing room facilities will be 
m aintained 
at 
current 
temperatures. That is 78 in pool 
areas. 


Other parts of the program 
order immediate reduction of 
thermostats to 68 degrees during 
the day and 62 during evenings 
and weekends and call for steps 
to reduce electricity and heating 
waste. 


The item on school dismissal 
was Induced in a section of the 
program titled, “ emergency 
measures.” 
On such days, the superinten­ 
dent will order classes dismissed 
and building thermostats will be 
reduced to 55 
Prices Double

“We ought to make it awfully 
clear." suggested board member 
Lou Roper, “ that there are going 
to be a lot of business people aw­ 
fully chilly before we dose the 
schools." 
School dismissal, said Roper, 
should be seen by the schools 
and the community as a “last 
resort” 
More Fuel Oil 
Den Hartog said he expects 
the district will need more fuel 
oil this year than in the past, es­ 
pecially if the Midwest has a 
hard winter. 
He noted that both East High 


Den Hartog said he estimates 
that because of increased cost of 
fuel alone the district will face a 
deficit of $115,000 this year, 
Smaller deficits are anticipated 
in natural gas, electricity and 
water fees. 
The total budget shortage for 
all utilities was estimated at 
$184,500. 
Although the conservation 
program adopted by the board 
orders reduction in nighttime 
and weekend temperatures to 
62, it leaves to prospective users 
the decision on building use 
during those hours. 
For most purposes, such as 
gymnasium use. the lower 
temperature won’t make a 
difference. 


lighting in noncritical and or­ 
namental areas will be cut back, 
heating equipment will be 
checked for maximum efficiency 
and school-by-school analysis of 
energy consumption will be un­ 
dertaken. 


The program sets as a 
minimum goal reduction bv 10%

Reading I mprovement Program 
I n Lincoln Schools Shows Gains 


A several-pronged attack 
aimed at improving the teaching 
of reading appears to be paying 
off, the Lincoln Board of Educa­ 
tion was told Tuesday. 
After a review of the major 
thrusts of the program. 
Associate Supt. Ronald Brandt 
handed the Ixiard a three-year 
comparison of reading and 
spelling scores on standardized 
tests. 


were recorded in 1972. But in 
most cases the one-year period 
between last year and this fall 
resulted in rather significant 
gains. 


Three-year improvement was 
the general rule in spelling 
scores, reported only for grades 
three and four. 


federal grant requests for three 
projects and adopted a revised 
version of the district’s “ goals of 
basic education ’ and “ individual 
talents and interests” of 
students. 


In most cases, the scores 
showed Uncoln students im­ 
proved. 


"This is ver>' happy informa­ 
tion for me," said Brandt, the 
school’s chief curriculum of­ 
ficer. He promised more 
detailed study of the results in 
the future. 


Before hearing about the 
scores, the board listened to up- 
diites on the reading program in 
general' and on two special 
programs in particular. 
One of those is Project 
Instruct, a federally funded 
three-year program that has 
been cited as one of the nation’s 
most outstanding 


One of the grant requests 
seeks SllO.IMNi next year to help 
improve junior high education. 
Others, each of which asks $2,- 
590, would continue an early 
childhood education program at 
Belmont School and develop 
curriculum materials on racial 
minorities in Nebraska historv. 


Lincoln schoolchildren may be 
able to beat back noontime infla­ 
tion for a while longer 
TTie Lincoln Public Schools, 
which have anticipated a price 
increase in school lunches since 
classes opened this fall, believe 
now that no increases will be 
neces.sary at least unll mid-year. 
And perhaps the schools can 
make it through the entire 
academic year without in­ 
creasing meal prices 
Associate Supt. Robert Den 
Hartog told the school board 
Tuesday that his business affairs 
office will order a detailed study 
of the school food service budget 
for reporting to the board Feb. 
1 
If food prices are holding 
steady then, and if anticipated 


federal subsidy increases go into 
effect, it may be possible to hold 
lunch prices stable throughout 
the year. Den Hartog said 
Elementary pupils now pay 40 
cents for a Type A meal, secon­ 
dary students pay 50 cents. 
Den Hartog noted that special 
milk subsidies will be funded 
again beginning Dec. 1. permit­ 
ting a reduction in price to 
students from eight cents to 
four 
And he said Congress is con­ 
sidering increasing subsidies for 
Type A meals. 
If those subsidies go into 
effect, and if schools can con­ 
tinue to hold to current prices 
for food, it may be possible to 
maintain present lunch prices 
throughout the year, he said.

When J erry Tagge quarterbacked the Green 
Bay Packers to a 25-21 v ictory ov er St. Louis last 
Sunday , 
perhaps Tagge’s most enthusiastic 
booster was Bart Starr. 


Starr, the former all-star quarterback who 
was the offensiv e impetus for the Green Bay 
Packers’ glory y ears in the 19 60s, spoke highly 
of Tagge at a press conference Tuesday in Lin­ 
coln. 


"I’m pleased for J erry ,” said Starr, who 
spoke Tuesday night at the midget football 
banquet at Pershing Auditorium. "I know the 
frustration for J erry not to play most of the 
season. He went through a painful season last 
y ear (his rookie y ear in the National Football 
League) and he probably thought this y ear was 
his chance to start. 


"I don’t think the zone defense is the 
culprit.” said the man who led Green Bay to 
NFL Western Div ision and world titles in 19 61, 
19 62, 19 65, 19 66, and 19 67 . "1 think it can be 
ex ploited and ejqjloited well if teams use a dis­ 
ciplined attack. I think a double zone, where the 
outside receiv ers are double-teamed and the 
bump-and-run (hitting the receiv er as he comes 
off line-of-scrimmage) are part of the problem 
of scoring. 
“ It’s a combination of those things and not 
the zone defense by itself,” he added. "The zone 
defense is not that good against the run.” 


Starr, 39 , and in priv ate business in both 
Green Bay and Birmingham, Ala., made these 
observ ations on other topics: 


“ But things didn't work out and he was 
relegated to the bench,” Starr ex palined. “ But 
J erry showed his true character. It’s v ery easy 
to becom e despondent and say the hell with it, 
w e ’v e lost three games. H e’s a fine y oung m an.” 


Tagge, the form er N ebraska standout 
quarterback, worked last season with Starr, who 
spent the 19 7 2 campaign as the Packer quarter­ 
back coach. The game against St. Louis was 
Tagge’s first NFL starting assignment.

said an official close to the con­ 
gressional investigation. 
Gonzalez said that in addition 
to the probe of the Richmond of­ 
fice. subcommittee investigators 
and the Justice Department are 
looking into SBA operations in 
Philadelphia, 
Baltim ore. 
Detroit. Albuquerque. Chicago. 
New York. Miami and Los 
Angeles 
In Albuquerque, the former 
SBA minority enterprises chief. 
Moses L Sanchez, is serving a 
three-year prison sentence after 
pleaded no contest to charges of 
soliciting and accepting bribes. 
His indictment alleged he 
received three bribes totaling 
$10.500 from men who later 
received SB A loans totaling $81.- 
500 
It was not known If the 
Sanchez case was under in­ 
vestigation by the House sub­ 
committee 
In D etroit, acting SBA 
D istrict D irector Charles 
Lockwood said the Detroit office 
was not involved in the current 
House probe. 
Comments from other cities 
were not immediately available. 
Organized crime influenced 
loan practices in at least some 
cities, resulting in millions of 
dollars of defaulted loans, Gon­ 
zalez charged. 
He described as conservative 
one published estimate that bad 
debts in the Richmond SBA of­ 
fice alone may total $11 million. 
Gonzales said that apparently 
the pattern is one of out and out 
conflict of interest by SBA ad­ 
ministrators; of corrupt in­ 
fluences in ‘kiting’ loans — get­ 
ting a loan to cover another loan 
— and a systematic and ap­ 
parently nationwide abuse of the 
lease guarantee loan program. 
In 1969, Gonzalez exposed an 
attempt by a special assistant to 
then-SBA Administrator Hillary 
Sandoval to get kickbacks from a

In that case, the special assis­ 
tant tried to persuade the San 
Antonio businessman to apply 
for a $100,000 loan instead of a 
$10.000 one and said he would 
guarantee his getting it — but he 
wanted a guarantee of 49 per 
cent of the man's business.

Food Price Controls Said 
'Disruptive' By Grangers

Delegates to the National 
Granges 107th convention an­ 
nounced their first slate of 
resolutions in the form of a 
report on agriculture Tuesday. 
The Grangers took a dim view 
of price controls on food, 
describing the controls as 
“ disruptive to the normal flow 
of food and fiber to the 
marketplace.” 


The Grangers urged tighter in­ 
spection requirements for im­ 
ported foods and expressed con­ 
cern over the possibility of ac­ 
cidently importing livestock dis­ 
eases such as hoof and mouth 
disease. 


tion council be developed to give 
balance to the President’s Cost 
of Living Council. 


The delegates called for re­ 
establishment of the government 
program that allowed farmers to 
reseal crops stored under the 
farm commodity loan programs 
on the farm or in local 
cooperative elevators. 


Additional resolutions op­ 
posed corporate farming, called 
for more on-the-farm grain 
storage constructed with govern­ 
ment aid and special credit for 
young farmers by federal agen­ 
cies. 


Noting that higher farm prices 
resulted in farm income equal to 
other occupations for the first 
time in over 20 years and the fact 
that Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz had defended farmers’ 
rights to that income, the 
(irange issued a special com­ 
mendation for the secretary. 
•Realistic’ Regulations 
In other action, the Grange 
supported research for newer 
and better pesticides and called 
for regulations that were 
"realistic and practical for the 
product involved.” 


The Grange asked the USDA 
to investigate the establishment 
of a national teletype marketing 
system for hogs, called for an in­ 
vestigation into mergers by large 
food processors, the commodity 
futures marketing system and 
asked that the Rural En ­ 
vironmental Assistance Program 
(REAP) be re-established. 


The delegates asked that im­ 
ported foods be inspected under 
the same rigid standards that 
domestic foods are for pesticide 
content, that increased protec­ 
tion be developed to keep out 
foreign pests and diseases and 
that proposed laws banning the 
use of mechanical traps be held 
up until an effective method of 
controlling predators other than 
traps could be developed. 


List As Businessman 
The delegates asked that the 
Truth in Lending Act be 
amended to list a farmer as a 
businessman instead of as a con- 
sumer to speed up loan 
processing, that the cost of 
agriculture pollution control 
structures be split between the 
farmer and the government and 
that an agriculture cost produc- 


The delegates called for the es­ 
tablishment of an agriculture 
labor relations board, which 
would deal with farm labor 
problems and offered a number 
of other suggestions about the 
use of hired labor on farms. 
The Grange delegates 
suggested that the USDA publish 
separate farm and non-farm 
budgets so farmers won’t be 
credited with receiving the en­ 
tire budget of the agencv.

Skilled Ford Workers 
Reject UAW Contract 


DETROIT (AP) - Skilled 
trades workers at F’ord Motor 
Co. rejected a new national con­ 
tract by more than a 3-1 margin, 
while nonskilled workers ap­ 
proved it, the United Auto 
Workers said Tuesday. 
U.AW President Leonard 
Woodcock said the tally for 
skilled workers was complete, 
while several nonskllled units 
had not yet finished voting. The 
vote by nonskilled workers was 
reported to be almost 3-1 in 
favor, however. 
A UAW spokesman said the 
fate of the national contract, 
covering 185,000 workers in all. 
is still in doubt. 
Observers said it was not clear 
whether the union would have to 
renegotiate the entire Ford 
agreement or just the skilled 
trades provisions. There also 
was the p ossib ility 
of 
rescheduled ratification votes 
following a new explanation of 
the pact to the UAW members. 
The rejection by skilled 
workers is the first time a major 
portion of a national contract 
has been turned down by the un- 
ion’s rank and file. The 
tradesmen’s units take in such 
specialized jobs as plumbers and 
pipefitters and their members 
generally receive the highest 
hourly wages in the plant. 
Skilled workers voted 20,089- 
5.943 against the proposed con­ 
tract, while pnxluction workers 
voted 105.843-38,684 in favor, the 
UAW said The combined total 
was 111,786-58,773 for the agree­ 
ment. 
Unipn spokesmen said the 
UAW’s executive board would 
meet Wednesday morning to dis­ 


cuss the skilled trade rejection s 
impact on the over-all vote 
Skilled tradesmen have con­ 
tended that an amendment to 
the union’s constitution gives 
them a virtual veto power over 
the bill 
Woodcock said last week he 
didn't share that interpretation, 
indicating a skilled trades rejec­ 
tion would apply only to the 
company’s 28,000 tradesmen 
The union had attempted to 
meet skilled trades objections to 
the tentative settlement by 
modifying the agreement, UAW 
Vice President Ken Hannon said 
earlier in the day. 
But the change w"is too little 
and too late to salvage the skilled 
trades portion of the package 
Tradesmen complained the 
announced voluntary overtime 
settlement allowed Ford to use 
unskilled workers to replace 
skilk*d employes who turn down 
overtime work 
Under the contract modifica­ 
tion announced Tuesday, in­ 
dividual trades units could work 
under the old rule that the com­ 
pany can order an employe to 
work overtime. 
Some tradesmen conceded 
this eliminated what they saw as 
the threat to their jobs, but said 
it left them without any protec­ 
tion against unlimited man­ 
datory overtime. 
Union officials for the 
maintenance and construction 
unit at the massive River Rouge 
complex resubmitted the con­ 
tract to 4,500 trades workers. 
But Bannon ruled that since no 
formal protest had been lodged 
against the first ratification vote, 
a second vote would be invalid.
